UTM student movie to premiere

"Rocky" and Sylvester Stallone move over, 
"One Last Shot" and Daryl Campbell are 
coming. 

“One Last Shot,” a movie written, co¬ 
directed, and starring Campbell, is in the last 
stages of production and will debut one night 
the week of finals. Also, along with the 
premiere of the film, a tour of the ITV station 
may be presented, according to Campbell The 
tour would showcase the station's advances 
such as its "beautiful" new Shintron switcher, 
he said. 

"The movie itself is about an intellectual 
dreamer in college and his best friend, a 
basketball player with pro potential. It traces 
their lives in college, especially their love lives 
and their final disillusionment," Campbell 
explained. "It’s a movie about college, about 
love, about sex, about friendship, about death. 
But mostly it's about dreaming and the 
destructive nature of too much dreaming " 

Campbell himself stars as Arthur Caldwell, 
the dreamer and the "hero." John Barkley, 
Campbell's actual best friend, plays Caldwell's 
best friend; Barkley's girlfriend is played by 
Melody Jenkins; and Caldwell’s girlfriend is 
portrayed by Garland Draper 


Ed Maisack of the ITV station co-directed the 
film along with Campbell. Maisack directed the 
technical areas such as the camera work and 
he himself directed the actors, Campbell said. 

"The film is loaded with visual images to try 
to say what I want to say. The dialogue is kept 
to a minimum." he said. "In the movie I try to 
tell how I feel about college and the nature of 
friendship within the confines of college.” 

The film was shot entirely on campus in such 
areas as the ITV station, the gym. and in froot 
of the University Center. The whole thing was 
taped by practicum students under the training 
and direction of Maisack, Campbell said. Even 
the soundtrack (featuring music by Graham 
Nash and David Crosby. Pablo Cruise, and Don 
McLean) and sets were selected and furnished 
by Maisack and himself, he added. 

"I’m looking for a place to insert some 
Beatles' music but its hard since their music 
functions in and of itself," he said."There'U be 
no original music. I had thought of writing 
some myself, but decided not to since I didn't 
have 'the tools of the trade'.” 

Work on the movie has been going on since 
the beginning of this quarter, Campbell said. 
He added that most of the set designing had 
been handled by Maisack The ideal running 
time rf the movie is approximately 52 minutes. 


he said, but might run a little less. 

Campbell explained that the movie had 
nurtured in his mind for six months before he 
wrote the screenplay. He had previously 
written a short parody on talkshows When Ed 
Maisack saw it he asked him to write some 
more material, Campbell said. 

“So I just decided not to go home over the 
spring break. I locked myself in my apartment 
on Oxford Street and wrote it in four days," he 
elaborated. "I rewrote it in one day and typed it 
in one day. I set foot outside the door >.:ce to get 
groceries." 

But who is this person, so determined to write 
a screenplay -1 What does he know about film 
anyway? 

Quite a bit actually Daryl Campbell is a 
graduating senior who is majoring in Com¬ 
munications In his years at UTM he has served 
as a a WUTM dj, a Pacer movie critic since 
'73, projectionist and publicity person for the 
Vanguard Film Festival, as well as being 
published in "Windmills." He is also a "movie 
freak," amateur photographer, and plays the 
drums and the guitar "a little bit." 

. “A lot of people are going to think this movie 
is just an ego trip since I’m writing, starring, 
and co-directing In a sense I guess it is, but 
It’s also a way to try out my wings as it were," 


Campbell said. "To use what I’ve learned in a 
practical way. And I'm doing it to accomplish 
something practical before I leave school.” 

He added that there was "an ulterior motive, 
but not the most important one" - his resume 
Since his goal is to write and direct films this 
was a perfect experience to include, he said. 

“There was still another motive. I want to 
open doors for people who have their own 
dreams. For those who felt it couldn't be done, 
now they know it can," Campbell said. "I want 
to tell them not to be afraid. The crew they'll 
get will be trained by Ed. So, if you have a 
dream, get busy, work on it, and do it.” 

All the acton are amateurs, not associated 
with the Vanguard Theatre or any theatrical 
group, he said He also warned that all students 
attending the film should be prepared for the 
language which was often vulgar "because 
four-letter words are a part of college dialect." 

"I’m a little scared of running it for the 
student body. It's like a baby; it is my baby. I'll 
probably never be completely satisfied with it. 
You compromise to make something wor¬ 
thwhile,” Campbell said “Jim Andreas said 
the most important thing to me that anyone has 
said about the film so far He told me that the 
film will come to have a life in and of itself. I'll 


come back one day and it will have a com¬ 
pletely different meaning For the better or the 
worse, hopefully the better.” 

He said some of the greatest influences to 
him were the films of Stanley Kubrick, Charlie 
Chaplin, and John Ford, his favorite director 
“Citizen Kane” and "2001: A Space Odessey" 
are two of his favorite films although he admits 
to loving westerns because "I was brought up 
on them.” Marlon Brando, George C. Scott, 
Jack Nicholson, and Robert De Niro are some 
of his favorite actors. As for actresses he ad¬ 
mires Catherine Burns, Candice Bergman, and 
Faye Dunaway "every now and then whenever 
I can stomach her.” 

“A lot of students have put in a lot of time on 
my ego trip' and ignored other things which 
would have been more pleasant to them," 
Campbell said "I really, really appreciate it. 
And most of all I want to thank Ed Maisack." 

As for the future the multitalented Campbell 
wants to "write and direct films, not TV but 
films.” 

“I’m going to shave off my beard after the 
production of "One Last Shot” as well as 
cutting my hair," he said "Generally, I’m 
going to clean up my act Then I'm going to 
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Integrity report complete; 
misconduct central theme 


: Last week the Academic Senate's ad hoc 
Committee on Academic Integrity submitted 
its long awaited report to the parent body 

This report provides recommended 
guidelines for proper academic conduct on the 
part of students and faculty members, but 
there is no mention of guidelines for academic 
integrity of administrators. Whether this was a 
mere oversight by the committee or an in¬ 
ference that administrators are above 
reproach is not known. Whatever the reason for 
the lack of guidelines for administrators this 
situation should be corrected before any 
academic integrity recommendations are 
adopted We are all only human at UTM and the 
potential for misconduct on the pari of ad¬ 
ministrators is as least as great as for students 
and faculty members. 

While most of the guidelines for student 
academic integrity cover the area usually 
referred to as cheating, there are some points 
that go beyond this to include guidelines for 
bribery of professors and "disruptive" conduct 
in the classroom. It is appropriate that these 
situations are also covered in the committee's 
recommendations. 

There are few things more irritating than 
students who do not know how to conduct 
themselves in the classroom Some students 
feel a need to be the center of attention where 
ever they may be and they do not know how or 
do not attempt to control their exhibitionism at 
appropriate times. Anyone who makes the 
effort to attend class should be allowed to hear 
the instructor without putting up with asinine 
chit-chat from the back of the classroom 

The committee has made the recom¬ 
mendation that “disruptive" behavior in the 
classroom be dealt with first by counseling with 
the instructor or administrative superiors and 
if this approach fails the name of the disruptive 
student or students should then be submitted to 
the Office of Undergraduate Life for ap- 
• propriate action. 

The committee further recommends, “Al¬ 
though grade penalties should not normally 
be assessed against students charged with 
disruptive behavior, unique circumstances 
: may merit such action. The ultimate decision 
to assess a grade penalty should rest with the 
teacher in whose class the disruptive behavior 
occurred." This recommendation is a good one 
because students who are disruptive in the 
classroom often are responsible for other more 
: attentive students missing important points in 
lectures. It is also to the committee’s credit 
that they recommended that the burden of 
proof in all of these cases, cheating or 
disruptive behavior, lies with the professor It 
should be noted that any student has the right to 
appeal any grade to the Faculty-Student 
Disciplinary and Grade Appeal Board and this 
right of appeal will apply to any adopted 
procedures pertaining to academic integrity 

There is one questionable provision in the 
committee’s recommendations for student 
: integrity. This provision states that a student 
may be found to have violated his-her 
obligation if he-she, "Fails to cooperate, if 
called upon, in the investigation or disposition 
of any allegation of dishonesty pertaining to a 
fellow student." As yet the University of 
Tennessee at Martin does not have the power of 
subpoena, nor has a grand jury system been 
implemented here, nor an inquistion in any 
form. How then does the University have the 
right and the power to force anyone to testify or 
cooperate in the investigation of anything? The 


University does not have that power and this 
provision should be eliminated or rewritten to 
encourage volusUry cooperation in in¬ 
vestigations. 

With the exception of this one objectionable 
provision the ad hoc Committee on Academic 
Integrity has done a good job in providing some 
badly needed guidelines for student academic 
integrity There has been a vacuum in this 
area for many years The Student Handbook 
and the University's General Catalog contain 
two paragraphs on this subject between them 
The Committee has recommended that these 
guidelines, if adopted, be listed annually in the 
Student Handbook This is a good idea which 
would eliminate the excuse of ignorance of 
regulations on the pari of offenders. 

The committee has also made extensive 
recommendations dealing with standards of 
faculty academic integrity. One provision 
would obligate faculty members to take "... 
thorough precautions against student cheating 
on examinations or other required class work." 
The importance of this provision can not be 
overemphasized. While it is true that students 
do the cheating it is also true that much of the 
cheating could be prevented if faculty mem¬ 
bers would take the time and effort to do so. 
There are very simple precautions that could 
be taken that would eliminate the vast majority 

While the guidelines for punitive action 
against student violators are well defined in the 
committee's recommendations, the procedures 
for student complaints of faculty violations are 
given very short mention. The committee has 
an obligation to the students to insure that 
students are informed of their right to question 
the conduct of their instructors. Academic 
integrity is a two-way street. 

This University needs a formal system of 
complaint for students alleging misconduct on 
the part of faculty members While there are 
existing procedures, past experiences have 
indicated that students have little chance of 
gaining recompensation for faculty wrong¬ 
doing. Students are now told to seek out the 
faculty membet's superior for the purpose of 
lodging complaints. When this is done, more 
often than not the faculty member is verbally 
chastised, if at all, and the student gains a 
reputation as a troublemaker with the dif¬ 
ficulties that usually follow. 

Most students would rather avoid the stigma 
attached to complaints against faculty 
members and for this reason most complaints 
are never voiced When complaints are made 
there is hadly ever any action taken to correct 
the situation. How many faculty members have 
been discharged in the history of UTM? How 
many students? Obviously there are more 
students to be discharged but the disparity in 
numbers does not justify the disparity in the 
number of discharges. There is a simple reason 
for this situation. Faculty members have 
achieved a degree of protection that is not 
available to students They have done this over 
a long period of time through organization and 
negotiation. Students should take note of 
faculty successes and put this knowledge to 
their own use. 

It would be appropriate for these provisions 
to be presented to the SGA Congress for ap¬ 
proval before they are adopted by theAcademic 
Senate. Copies of the recommendations should 
be made available for students to read and 
analyze so they can have some input into a 
decision which so vitally affects their academic 
careers 
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selection of members to constitute the com¬ 
mittee can be considered nothing less of ex¬ 
tremely poor Of the nine members comprising 
the committee, there is only one student and 
one faculty member Since the student body 
and the faculty at UTM do constitute the 
majority of those actively participating in the 
functioning of UTM, both should be more 
readily represented in the selection process of 
the new Vice-Chancellor and-or Provost. Better 
representation would insure that the new Vice- 
Chancellor for Academic Affairs, whomever he 
may be, will be more universally accepted and 
supported, thus enabling him to perform his 
duties and responsibilities more efficiently. 

All in all, the Administration was extremely 
wise to act swiftly to secure a person to 
adequately fill the position of Vice-Chancellor 
(or Academic Affairs If the Administration 
were to act with this degree of responsibility 
toward all of its duties, then there would be 
virtually no limit to what could be ac¬ 
complished at UTM. 


The expediency exercised by Chancellor 
McGehee in establishing a committee to search 
for a new Vice-Chancellor for Academic Affairs 
is ample proof that the UTM Administration is 
indeed striving to keep the quality of personnel 
at UTM as high as possible 
The committee, which was formed last week, 
is presently advertising nationally for a 
qualified person to succeed Dr Jimmy 
Trentham, the outgoing Vice-Chancellor for 
Academic Affairs and Provost Such ex¬ 
pediency in initiating a search for a suitable 
replacement for Trentham is to be highly 
commended in that it indicates a true 
realization on the part of the Administration of 
the importance of the Office of Vice-Chancellor 
(or Academic Affairs Also, the fact that UTM 
.is advertising nationally demonstrates the 
: genuine desire of the Administration to find a 
thoroughly qualified person to fill the position 
: of Vice-Chancellor for Academic Affairs 
: Although the UTM Administration did act 

swiftly to find a replacement for Trentham, the

We have both changed, 
yet remained the same during 
those years We are older and 
maybe wiser, certainly less 
intense and more reflective, 
probably willing to settle for 
far less than either of us ever 
thought we would, but Clapton 
keeps on writing, playing and 
singing and I keep on buying, 
listening, and admiring the 
results of his efforts 

Why do I admire E.C. so 
much? As many times as I 
have asked myself that 
question I have come up with 
as many different answers. I 
used to think he was the 
"World's Greatest Guitarist,” 
but through the years I have 
heard several pickers who 
could claim that title and 
frankly, some of E.C.’s guitar 
work hasn’t beenthatinapired, 
merely technically brilliant- 
all fingers and very little 
heart. 1 still think he writes 
well, but most of his bes' songs 
have been collaborations with 
people who are brilliant 
composers in their own right. 
His singing is unique but his 
voice doesn’t have a great 
range or that ability to carry a 
song by itself which some 
singers have. Yet when all of 
his talents are combined and 
working, well, he is hard to 
beat and sometimes he can not 
be beaten Those are the times 
that make my 12 year in¬ 
vestment worthwhile. And 
those moments of music are 
marvelous experiences full of 
soaring guitar run? and 
sensitive vocals. 

"Clapton at His Best" is the 
name of a collection of 
Clapton'sgreatest hits I do not 
know if I agree with the 
selection of cuts on this album 
as being representative of 
Clapton at his best, but the 
album is s good introduction 
for those unfortunate people 
who are not familiar with E.C. 
Many of his best songs are 
included and a serious 
listening session will reveal 
some of the best music ever 
recorded 

The saga ol Eric Clapton is 
too intricate to be documented 
in this space I will say only 
he has played with John 
Mayall, the Yardbirds, 
Cream, Blindfaith, Derek and 


the Dominoes, Delaney and- 
Bonnie and Friends and most 
of the superstars of the rock 
world at sometime in his 
career. Those familiar with 
his music will remember 
“Bell Bottom Blues,” 
“LAYLA,” "In the Presence 
of the Lord," “I Shot 
the Sheriff," “Blues Power," 
"Sunshine of your Love,” 
"Crossroads," and "White 
Room” as some of his better 
known music. The list of 
music could go on for 
sometime before listing all of 
E.C.'s best work, so I'll stop 
with what I've already 
listed. 

At present I have the 
privilege of owning Eric 
Clapton’s first solo album and 
his most recent effort. The 
first is entitled simply“Ertc 
Clapton" and the last is called 
"Eric Clapton (No Reason to 
Cry)." There are an amazing 
number of similarities and 
differences in these two 
records. 

On that first solo album, 
released late In 1969, Clapton 
was backed-up by some of the 
great luminaries of the rock 
and roll heavens, Leon Russell 
played piano, Carl Radle 
played bass, Jim Gordon 
played the drums, Jim Price 
on trumpet, Bobby Whitlock 
on organ, Delaney Bramlett 
on rhythm guitar and 
background vocals, with 
Steven Stills, Rita Coolidge 
and Bonnie Bramlett com¬ 
pleting the vocal section. Of 
the eleven songs on the album, 
ten were written by Clapton, 
Delaney or Bonnie Bramlett, 
Leon Russell or some com¬ 
bination of these four, with 
Clapton collaborating on eight 
himself. 

The style and polish of this 
album is unmistakable It is 
joyous, energizing music with 
a very definite beat and hard 
driving guitars, keyboards 
and vocals. You hear the 
enjoyment and pride these 
people felt from working 
together. It comes through in 
every cut on the album It is 
one of those rare albums 
where everything is good-not 
a single throw-away is in¬ 
cluded. 

There is a lot of Eric Clapton 
in this album He plays lead 
guitar and he sings lead on all 
of the cuts, but he never 
overwhelms his supporting 
cut He must have had a 
great respect for their talents 
because their performances 
shine along with his There is a 
tightness to this slbum that 
some groups never achieve 
after years of playing 
together

I am not going to attempt to 
select the best song or songs 
on this album because they 
are all great songs 

Clapton’s most recent 
album, released in 1976, is 
similar to the first in many 
respects, but not so musically. 
It too has a great supporting 
cast which includes all of the 
members of “The Band” 
(Rick Danko, Leon Helm, 
Robbie Robertson, Richard 
Manuel and Garth Hudson) in 
a rare guest appearance. 
Other guest artists were Billy 
Preston, Chris 
Jagger.Georgie Fame, Ronnie 
Wood, Yvonne Elliman and 
Carl Radle, and Bob Dylan. 

There is a cut on this album 
that should be inscribed in 
rock and roll history. It was 
written by Dylan and he calls 
it “Sign Language.” Dylan 
sings it with Clapton helping 
out; Clapton and "The Band" 
play the instruments. It is a 
great moment when men of 
such talent decide to put their 
music together. But aside 
from the sheer mass of 
reputation it is a brilliant, 
enigmatic piece of music. The 
combination of Dylan's and 
Clapton's voices is hauntingly 
beautiful and the in¬ 
strumentation is perfect. 

The presence of "The Band" 
is hard to miss on this album if 
you are familiar with their 
sound, but Mr.Clapton is 
definitely there too. He 
weaves his voice and guitar 
through the music like a silver 
thread through a fine 
tapestry His writing is in 
evidence also, with five of the 
ten songs being Clapton co¬ 
compositions. Rick Danko, 
Richard Manuel, and Marcy 
Levy wrote the others. 

How does the latest album 
compare with the first solo 
album? Very well in my 
estimation. Some of the raw 
energy and exuberance is 
missing on the later album but 
then it is much prettier music 
than the early album There is 
more depth to the new album, 
in the lyrics and in the subtle, 
understated music. Clapton is 
older and so is his music. It is 
more mature, more 
sophisticated and maybe 
better. I don’t really know. It 
is hard for me to separate my 
own past from E C ’s and 
there were some good times 
when the first solo album 
came out, so it has a special 
' place in my head 

In any case, both of these 
albums are great music and I 
think you should run right out 
and buy one or the other, if not 
both. If you want to hear some 
really good music, this Is It.

"Nobody but crazies and 
thrill seekers ride in these 
things," he commented 
“Most students have more 
sense, but we do lose a few 
each year Besides that tricky 
lock in the sauna, this is the 
most dangerous thing in the 
dorm." 

Among the empty trash 
containers in the elevator, 
Gurney reported that he found 
a diary written on the back of 
a chicken lunch box written in 
potato salad.

back to teaching." Vaughan 
stated "Teaching is not the 
way to get rich, but you get 
richer in a lot of ways other 
than dollars and cents." 

Vaughan came to the 
University in Martin in 1947. 
and since that time has taught 
or participated in almost 
every athletic activity on 
campus He served as a 
member and chairman of the 
Social Policies Committee 
from 1951-1959 and of the 
Student-Faculty Organization 
Board from 1967 1973 He is 
also a charter member of the 
University's Senate 
When Vaughan first came to 
the University Lhe physical 
education department con¬ 
sisted of two men and one 
woman Besides teaching full 
schedules, the staff was in 
charge of all P.E. activities 
and intramurals In addition 
the two men coached the UTM 
basketball and football teams 
"In those days people 
played for fun," Vaughan 
remembered "There were no 
full scholarships, but we still 
won our share 

"Building-wise all physical 
education was in the little 
building by the stadium," he 
continued “We played on the 


same field and at that time it 
was considered one of the top 
grass fields in the area " 

Since 1947 UTM has ex 
panded from a Junior College 
of 500 to a state university of 

5.000 

Students are more liberal 
today, but so is everybody 
else," Vaughan cited. "While 
they are more liberal now, I 
think that there Is a distinct 
change and improvement in 
attitudes and codducl of 
students They're more in¬ 
terested today " 

Vaughan is an active ad¬ 
vocator of the benefits and 
necessity of physical fitness 

"I'm very much in favor of 
activity rather than exer¬ 
cise," Vaughan advised 
“Some kind of recreational 
activity, such as walking, 
jogging or racquetball. is 
necessary for the good life If 
a student can't find something 
over here to interest him I 
don’t know what more he 
wants .” 

Vaughan plans to continue 
living in Martin after his 
retirement.
